Destroy Bridges 
Pilots also reported damaging 
or destroying 16 bridges, six 
anti-aircraft gun s’tes, two mis­ 
sile sites and 18 trucks. 
In South Viet Nam just below 
the demilitarized zone, U.S. Ma­ 
rines of the 4th Regiment re­ 
ported killing 10 North Vietna­ 
mese Friday in a 45-minute 
fight 19 miles northwest of Dong 
Ha. This was the only contact 
in the two-month-old Operation 
Prairie in which the Marines 
have been tracking down the re­ 


built 324B North Vietnamese Di­ 
vision. Since Aug. 3, the Marines 
reported killing 943 North Viet­ 
namese, the equivalent of near­ 
ly two battalions.

The Russians can be helpfu 
Bley can be friendly, they can 
be curious — but only so far as 
they have been told to be help­ 
ful, friendly and curious, he re­ 
ports.

Rev o lutio n in 
Math Teaching 
In Tro uble 


DEKALB — The revolu tion in 
the teaching of mathematics is in 
trou ble, a speak er told edu cators 
today at a conference on the 
Northern Illinois University cam­ 
pu s. 
Dr. Vincent H. Haag, professor 
of mathematics at Frank lin and 
Marshall College, said the revolu ­ 
tion “seems to be ru nning info 
the shoals of inadequ ate teacher 
training.” 
He spok e at the opening general 
session of a Conference on Math­ 
ematics in the Pre-Service Pro­ 
grams of Elementary Teachers. 
His au dience inclu ded nearly 100 
Illinois college edu cators engaged 
in teacher edu cation programs, 
school administrators, and repre­ 
sentatives of the office of the Su ­ 
perintendent of Pu blic Instru ction. 
“The fu tu re needs of society re­ 
qu ire more and broader mathe­ 
matical competence in the coming 
generation,” Haag said. “It is in 
the elementary schools where an 
all-ou t effort mu st be made to re­ 
vitalize the teaching erf mathe­ 
matics.” 
Haag added that more will be 
requ ired than “mere lip service 
to the vocabu lary of the so-called 
‘new math.’ 
“It means that teachers of the 
fu tu re mu st be tau ght genu ine 
mathematics du ring their train­ 
ing,” Haag said. “Therefore, it 
mu st be tau ght by mathemati­ 
cians.”

MORRISON — The secretary of 
the Illinois Sheriff’s Association 
Friday afternoon addressed some 
25 persons a a lu ncheon held in 
the Forest Inn near here in an 
effort to get Illinois sheriffs and 
cou nty treasu rers to “edu cate the 
pu blic as to why the su ccession 
amendment shou ld be passed in 
November.” 
Speak ing to the au dience, com­ 
posed of sheriffs, cou nty treasu r­ 
ers and other 
cou nty officials 
from Lee, Whiteside, Rock Island 
cou nties and other cou nties, Elm­ 
er Hoffman, Wheaton, emphasized 
‘ the importance 
of acqu ainting 
the pu blic with all the facts con­ 
cerning the forthcoming ballot 
which wou ld allow sheriffs and 
treasu rers to su cceed themselvei 
in office.” 
“As it now 
stands, Illinois is 
one of fou r or five states in the

NEW YORK (AP) — The los 
ers among this season's televi­ 
sion entries are being killed off 
sooner than usual. 


In 
previous 
years, 
network 
controllers of program destinies 
have given programs several 
weeks 
in 
which to find au­ 
diences and normally it could be 
anticipated 
that 
the 
national 
Nielsen 
reports 
published 
on 
Nov. 7 would indicate whether a 
series would be summarily can­ 
celed or renewed. 
“ But this yea r,” a network 
program 
ex ecutive 
predicted 
grimly, “ The Nielsens released 
on Oct. 10 — a week from Mon­ 
day — are the big ones. I pre­ 
dict that the result will be the 
biggest ex plosion of cancella­ 
tions 
w e’ve 
seen 
in 
a long 
tim e.” 
“ The Tammy Grimes Show” 
had its final broadcast — its 
fourth show — on ABC Thurs­ 
day night. And the industry is 
bursting with rumors about the 
fate of six or seven or shows 
which in early ratings showed 
symptoms of illness. 
Among those reported to be 
on the critical list are NBC’s 
“ The Hero” and “ Roger Miller 
Show,” 
CBS’ 
“ Jean Arthur 
Show” and “ Run, Buddy, Run,” 
as well as ABC’s “ Milton Berle 
Show” and “ 12 O’Clock High,” a 
returning show in a new time 
spot. 
Network 
spokesmen 
usually 
protest vehemently that ratings 
are not the only cause of pro­ 
gram death. It is certainly true 
that a number of programs 
have survived with low ones — 
“ CBS Reports,” NBC’s “ Tele­ 
phone Hour” are two that come 
instantly to mind. But these are 
prestige shows and the usual 
rules don’t apply. 
Most regularly scheduled en 
tertainment shows — the come 
dies, the spy stories, the west­ 
erns, live and die by the ratings, 
and each season roughly one- 
third of all shows fail to survive 
— the lower third of the Nielsen 
ratings list. 
This viewer, having watched 
at least one episode and more 
often two, of all the new series, 
is convinced that the season’s 
new product shapes up as a lit­ 
tle more slick, a little better 
produced — and considerably 
more 
bland 
and 
cliche-filled 
even than that of last season. 
And like other interested ob­ 
servers, I find it curious that 
amid the welter of new pro­ 
grams, no single series has yet 
shown any signs of becoming a 
real hit as did, in other seasons, 
shows like 
“ Bewitched,” and 
“ Get Smart,” which took 
off 
like rockets from their pads. 
It is possible, of course, that 
some of the trouble lies in the 
nation’s living rooms. Over the 
years our relationship with our 
sets has changed. We have all 
seen 
so 
much 
entertainment 
that we are no longer as easy to 
amuse or move as we once 
were.

DONG HA. South Viet Nam 
(AP) - - Senior American mili­ 
tary officers want to defoliate 
the demilitarized zone between 
North and South Viet Nam, but 
they are encountering obstacles. 
The 
high-ranking 
officers 
want to use chemicals to kill the 
leaves of trees and other plants 
along the zone, depriving North 
Vietnamese infiltrators of natu­ 
ral cover. 
The 
advocates 
apparently 
have not cleared the hurdle of 
Pentagon permission. 
The United States now esti­ 
mates 6,000 men a month are 
moving 
into 
South 
Viet Nam 
from 
the 
Communist 
north. 
Many 
use 
the 
direct 
route 
across the demilitarized zone. 
Others take a longer, more diffi­ 
cult journey through Laos and 
Cambodia. 
Reconnaissance teams work­ 
ing from observation posts on 
the ground try to keep a watch 
on the demilitarized zone’s traf­ 
fic, but lack of mobility and 
need for concealment hamper 
them. 
The argument is that if all the 
leaves were killed, small air­ 
planes could take over the job in 
the daytime. If equipped with 
infrared 
spotter 
scopes, 
they 
could even do it at night. 
The 19 54 Geneva convention 
which divided Viet Nam into 
two countries made the demili­ 
tarized zone a no-man’s lane 
where no military activity was 
supposed to take place. 
Last July 31, the United States 
began using B52 bombers from 
Guam to strike the zone, ex 
plaining this was necessary to 
stop Communist infiltration to 
the 
south. 
The 
clandestine 
movements did not stop, and the 
bombings continue. 
The men running the war are 
hesitant to approve defoliation 
of the zone itself because of in­ 
ternational 
criticism

move is likely to evoke. 
An alternate plan, known to
